The Unenviable Position in 


Which Mr. hmay Finds Himself. 


Contrasted with the heroism and the bravery and 


the courage displayed, not only by the ship's officers and 
crew, but by scores of the passengers who went unfalter- 
ingly down to death in the sinking of the Titanic, one can- 
not help rellecting upon the position in which Mr. Ismay, 
managing director of the steamship line, allowed himsolf 
to be. placed in seizing the opportunity to escape which 
was denied other men upon the ship owned by the company 
of which he is ruling- head. 


The comparison is one not at all favorable to Mr. Is- 


may, and he assuredly did not bettor his case by his testi- 
mony before the investigating committee oL' the senate 
which promptly took up its probe of the disaster. The 
records are conflicting as to just what conditions prevailed 
with reference .to the remaining passengers Avhen Mr. Is- 
may climbed into the life boat that bore him to safety and 
left some 1,500 others to perish. There were charges that 
he climbed into one of the first boats lowered from the 
Titanic when peril menaced. This Mr. Ismay denies, as- 
serting that he took his position in one of the later boats, 
when-it appeared that there wore no other women to go, 
and that none of the other passengers were on deck. In 
any event, Mr. Ismay got away, and even the shock of the 
catastrophe would scarcely seem to .justify the director] 
in the heartless manner in which he disregarded those left 
behind, as shown by his utter inability to give any infor- 
mation as to Captain Smith or others upon the steamer 
as his own life boat was pulling away. Mr. Ismay's obser- 
vation was remarkable for the things it did not see. 


It is difficult to justify a contention that any man 


ought to deliberately Avalk into the jaws of death if there 
are means of escape, and yet marine history is adorned 
with instances of heroism of this character when the ques- 
tion of the safety of others was involved. Not only Cap- 
tain Smith and his associates, but Colonel John Jacob 
Astor, Major Butt, Jacques Futrelle and scores of others 
in the male passenger list on the Titanic gave an illustra- 
tion of heroism as fine as any in recorded history when they 
gave way to allow the women and children whatever 
chance' for life might yet remain, adrift in the chill of the 
night1'in an ice-blocked sea, four hundred miles from the 


'••nearest point of laud, and turned to grimly face certain 


death, courageously and even smilingly. 


But what, of Mr. Ismay? In the strictest sense of the 


term, he is not a soama.n, and perhaps not bound by the 
fine code of the mariners' unwritten law. Life is clear to 
him, no -doubt, but hardly more dear than to those other 
splendid figures whose heroism shines resplendently 
through the sombre gloom of this frightful tragedy. Mr. 
Ismay is possibly able to reconcile his position with Ins 
own conscience and his own sense of honor, but it 
AY ill 


hardly be regarded as convincing by the ordinary man. 
Mr. Ismay might have remained'with his ship so'long as 
there were passengers yet in peril, but he would now be a 
'dead hero. Plainly, Mr. Ismay was not seeking laurels of 
this sort.

Mr. Frank, per- 
haps better than any other person in 
Fort Wnyne. appreciates the immensity 
of the recent tragedy in which some of 
the most prominent people of the world 
lost their lives. 
Though many years 


have passed since the eventful night when 
he, with eight boatloads of other passen- 
gers, were cast adrift in a storm, the pic- j 
lure is still before him as if the wreck j 
in which he figured had occurred but yes- 
terday. 


Mr. Frank was only a boy when he left 


his home to come to America, and in 
March. 1S70. he took passage on the small 
steamboat India, sailing from Glasgow, 
Scotland. The voyage until thro.e days 
distant from New York was perfect, but 
one night the little vessel was caught in 
a squall and the rudder wa? torn away. 
The boat drifted 2.000 miles from its 
course and after entering the ice region, 
those in charge ordered the passengers 
into the life boats.

Mr. Frank, however, lies in the fact that 
the rudder of the India was broken and 
lost at almost the same place in the 
ocean that the great liner Titanic came 
in contact with the iceberg, and went 
to the bottom. 


Picked.Up by Warship. 


"After the English war vessel picked 


us up we were given mattresses and al- 
lowed to sleep on the deck. Our stom- 
achs were in such bad condition from 
tho want of food that we were at rirsi 
given just water and 'pulliu'' until our 
systems were in regular working order 
again. They took us back to Halifax 
where we remained just a few days 
during which, time we notified our re'la 
tives in the old country that we were in 
the wreck but bad been saved.

v In Ulster County, Ireland, about 175S. When a mere 


youth he enlisted in the British army and came to 
this country during the revolutionary war, was one 
of the prisoners taken with Burgoyne at Saratoga, 
and with many others .was returned to England, 
paroled and later honorably discharged. 


The second time he came to America not war, but 


• love,' brought him, for about 1778 he eloped with 


Miss-Anne Bishop, daughter of Sir Edward Bishop, 
a great friend of the young soldier's father. The 
bridal couple settled in Hagerstown, Md., where they 
lived for about ten.years.' 


Becomes Lieutenant in Army. 


In 1790 he entered the United States army, and 


In 1791 we find him, as lieutenant, a part of St. 
Clair's disastrous campaign, where he was wounded, 
and returned to Fort Washington (Cincinnati) to his 
family, then living in. the post. 


In 1794 he left Fort Washington with Gen. Wayne 


and so became a part of the victorious troop which 
recovered what St.( Glair had lost. 


In this campaign he had much experience in fort 


building, which must have been of great use to him 
in his rebuilding of Fort Wayne and in the con- 
struction of Fort Dearborn. It is learned from old 
letters and journals concerning the post on the 
Maumee that Capt. (later brevet major) Whistler 
was a fine linguist and accomplished musician, and 
Mrs: Whistler was a woman of great charm and 
force of character. 


Mrs. Laura Suttenfield, who'had lived in the fort, 


'and'was for many years Fort Wayne's oldest in- 
habitant and authority on "Pioneer History," often 
spoke of Capt Whistler's hospitality.. "Capt. Whist- 
ler's quarters were an inn for all comers." 


He died in 1829 at old Fort Beliefontaine (St. 


Louis), where he was military storekeeper. 


This hardy pioneer was the father of fifteen chil-

Artist True Son of "Pipes." 


In Bpite of the mystery which ho loved to throw 


about the place and time ot his birth, there is no 
doubt, that Whistler, America's greatest etcher, was 
horn in Lowell, Mass., July 10, 18IM. With character- 
istic perversity he dropped a part of his name and 
became Jamen McNeil" Whistler. 


His etchings prove him to have been a great 


mechanic with a genius for detail. He had the so- 
called "artistic temperament," scornful of convention, 
clever erratic, unstable, except with regard to his 
art 
He was a natural fighter and had a mind of 


remarkable versatility. To him nature was never a 
fetish, but merely a model to be looked at from some 
"Whistlerian" point of view. 


Reared in an atmosphere of music, he was a true-- 


' 
son of "Pipes" of Westpoint. Looking through a 


'' catalogue of his works one is surprised at the musical 


terms applied to the "intercourse of light and shade 
—there arc symphonies, harmonies and nocturnes.

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dren. and one of them, born in Fort Wayne in 1800. 
attests his patriotism, for he named mm George 
Washington." 


This son was appointed to Westpoint from New- 


port. Ky., where his father was stationed in 1SI4. It. 
is interesting to nofe that he was KradMted "No. 1" 


in drawing in a class of thirty. At the academy he 
was marked by "a frank, open manner and pleasant 
countenance," and for his skill on the flute was 
nicknamed "Pipcs.v 
After leaving the academy he 


did topographical duty for the United States for a 
nnttibrr of yrnrs;. but resigned in 1SSH. 


a strange fate married Sir Seymour Haden, the 
greatest etcher of England. She was for years the 
beautiful and accomplished mistress of Woodcote, 
Kngland. Even after blindness had come upon net 
she was a charming and unselfish hostess, carrying 
forward the hospitable traditions of the brave old 
soldier behind the rough palisades. 


Whistler and Haden etchings have a local interest 


for Indianians. from John Whistler, commandant and 
fort builder, and from George Washington Whistler, 
born on the banks of the Maumee. the forbears cl 
t.ho. talented James McNeil Whistler.
